Washinstcn. July —President 
Wilson haz determined that no faction 
in the present Mexican revolution 
shall obtain arms or ammunition from 
the United States ang that neutrality 
‘must be observed in its strictest 
sense. This was the Interpretation of 
the neutrality laws decided ypon by 
the president today after con¥erences 
With Senator Bacon and Representa- 
tive Flood, chairman of the two con- 
Bressional committees on foreign re- 
lations. 

While the Mexican rebels have been 
getting no arms heretofore, today's 
developmeits mean that the Huerta 
administration will be deprived of the 
Privilege previously accorded the Ma- 
@ero government and that the United 
States will treat all sides alike in the 
Dresent dispute. 

The situation was precipitated by 
‘the repeated complaints of constitu- 
tlonalists end their sympathizers in 
this country that |f the United States 
@id not virtually assist the Huerta 
wovernment by selling it munitions 
of war, a termination of hostilities 
would be possible. 

Strong Sentiment for New Policy. 
Sentimenc in favor of @ new policy 
igrew in congress to such extent that 
oday a canvass was made of the com- 
mittees in both houses dealing with 
oreign relations. It was found there

SLATON’S KEYNOTE IN BEHALF 
OF TEACHERS AND TAXATION 


LaGrange, Ga., July 28.—(Spectal.)— 
Appealing to the members of the Geor- 
gia Weekly Press association for as- 
sistance {n what he termed one of the 
most serious financial crises of the 
State's history, Governor John M. Sla- 
ton, in his annual address tonight be- 
fore the annual banquet of the asso- 
clation, scored in no uncertain terms 


the prdsent system under which the 
teachers of the state are forced to do 
without their money for a year after 
their services have been rendered. 

“We may differ about economics,” de- 
clared Governor Slaton. ‘We may 
differ about questions of politics. But 
about the Injustice of any such system 
and the necessity for radical reform 
we can but agree. 

“Therefore to you do I appeal as 
Georgians—the most powerful body for 
Progress in the state—to lend your ald 
Will you not, 


the people—strong with the vower that 
you alone possess, hold up the hands 
of the legislature in bravely and hon- 
estly solving Hke statesmen the prob- 
lems of Georgia?” 

In referirng to his recommendation 
of an extra Pevy, the governor said: 

“T have recommended an extra levy 
of 1 1-2 mills to meet the salaries now 
due, and I declare to you that the pay- 
ing of one mlll fn 1915 and one-half 
mill 1916 would be the best trade 
taxpayers of the state ever made." 

Governor Slaton declared himself in 
favor of the equalization of taxes, say- 
ing that an Increase of 20 per cent by 
simply equalizing the burden and not 
Increasing that of him who is bearing 
his part, would produce an abundance 
for every legitimate purpose. 

Governor Slaton’s Address, 

The address is as follows:

Rome, July 23.—Throughout today 


the yatican was in a veritable state of 


siege. This was the outcome of the 
mutiny of Swiss guards, whose de- 
mands, in form of a memorial relat- 


ing their grievances and setting forth 
the conditions on which they would 
remain the ser*ice, were rejected 
today. 

Three leaders {n the movement were 
expelled from the vatican. Four oth- 
ers left tonight and twelve have re- 
quested leave to depart for their 
homs in October. 

Those who left were accompanied 


© the gates of the vatican by their

comrades. At the separation. they 
cried: 


“Viva Garibaldi!” 

Motineers Sing Marselllaine. 

Some of them joined in singing the 
“Maerselllaise.” Never before was guci 
@ scene presented in front of the vati- 
can. 

Yesterday the guards were relieved 
of their cartridges and today their 
rifles -were taken from them, as it 
was discovred 
cartridges. 

Count Ceccopieri, eommander of the 
gendarmes, has been ordered to hold 
hig men in readiness for emergencies. 
They are-in control of all exits and 
have been instructed to prevent any 
of the guards from leaving the build- 
ing without express permission or 
from ‘Communicating with those out- 
side. -The neighborhood is patrolled 
by strong forces of police. 

Serious Trouble Expected. 

Serious trouble was expected when 
the guards were notified that all their 
Claims had been rejected and it had 
been arranged that any of the guards 
atempting. a demonstration ‘should be 
arrested by the papal gendarmes and 
turned over to the Italian police for 
transportation to the Swiss frontier. 
When the reply to their memorial was 
read the commander and other offi- 
cers, armed with revolvers, stood 
ready to suppress any show of force. 

A letter also was read from Cardi- 
nal Merry del Val, papal secretary of 
State, condemning the attitude of the 
guards. This was the last straw, as 
the guards had hoped that the cardinal 
would favor their side. They decided 
to maintain a relatively calm attitude, 
wishing, as they themselves expressed 
it, to “obtain their rights through per- 
suasion rather than violence,” 

Ultimatum of Vatican. 

The ultimatum of the vatican was 
read to the guards by their com- 
mander. They were assembled In the 
inner court of the vatican and notified 
that thelr memorial of Monday, in 
which they laid down their terms, 
could not be accepteg by the holy see, 
ag Il Wag destructive of the principle 
of discipline. He added that those 
who could not submit to the present 
military rule were at liberty 
to their homes 
enlisted.

PEAGHTREE PLANT 
AT WORK SEPT. 1 


Receiver Sullivan Expects to 


Complete Entire work and} 


Turn It Over to Atlanta 
Before October. 


The city’s gigantic sewage plant 
which is being erected on Peachtree 
creek at a cost of approximately 


$196,000, will be in operation on Sep- 
tember 1, according to a statement 
made by W. A Hansell, assistant chief 
of city constuction, yesterday after- 
noon. 

The engineers @re working out’ the 
“pick up” details of the construction 
of the plant, and are concentrating 
their efforts to finish the filter beds 
before October. According to kn- 
gineer Hansell the plant will be put in 
operation with only two acres of 
filter beds in use, and he expects to 
get satisfactory results. 

~ Plant Compliecte by October. 

R. M. Sullivan, who was appointed 

to take charge of the plant after 
Chester A. Dady, the original contrac- 
tor, failed, has assured the city that 
the filters wil be finished and the en- 
tire plant turned over complete before 
October. 
f “We were in hopes of having the 
plant in operation about August 16,” 
Engineer Hansell sald Wednesday. 
“Delays caused by the failure of Dady 
to get enough stone to finish the fil- 
ters hindered the work.” 

Under Dady’s administration En- 
gineer Hansell reported that no more 
than an average of twenty-five cats of 
stone were received for the filter beds 
each month. Receiver Sullivan has 
increased the average to 125 carloads, 
and expects to make more contracts 
this month, 

Sullivan Getting Stone. 

“Sullivan has gone out and made 
contracts with every quarry within 
shipping distance,” Engineer Hansell 
gays. “He has the backing of the city, 
and I am informed that he has expe- 
rienced no trouble getting stone. The 
-city has made arrangements tg. pay 
for stone upon delivery. Suc ar- 
rangements have attracted the crush- 
ers, and the city will get the stone 
necessary to complete the plant.” 

With two acres of filters in opera- | 
tion, Engineer Hansell expects fairly 
good results. Of course the effluent / 
which will be discharged into the creek 
will be putresible to an extent, and, 
there willbeasligt odor. The effluent; 
will decompose in the creek because 
of a certain gmal] amount of bacterial | 
matter it will contain, but the nuisance; 
will not be noticeable during the fall! 
months, and when spring comes the 
entire nine filters will be In use and 
the effluent wil be absolutely free of 


odors or bacteria, because the sewage | 
will then be given a thorough treat-’ 
ment in the Imhoff tanks and the! 
filter beds. { 

Effluent.discharged into the creek | 
for a few weeks after the plant is in! 
operation will contain, according to| 
Engineer Hansell, no solid matter or 
‘wastes objectionable to the eye or| 
nostril.

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SHE SAYS ANOTHER 
SHOT HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Tom Wood Now Claims 
Ben Morton Did the Firing 
_and Asked Her to Take the 


Blame. 


> 


Gainesville, Ga. July 23.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Tom Wood, jailed under the 
charge of shooting her husband, today 
repudiated a confession made yester- 
day, and charged that Ben Morton did 
the firing to save her life when her 
husband made a drunken attack upon 
her. She further alleges that Morton 
induced her to take the blame for the 
shooting, saying he would pay all ex- 
penses incurred in court. 

Sheriff Spencer discredits Mrs. 
Wood's story of the tragedy. It is 
denied also by J. W. R. Spain, who, 
Mrs. Wood says, was in her husband's 
company on the night of the tragedy. 

Wood's condition is such that his 
physicians will not allow him to give 
out a statement, and although he rest- 
ed well during the day, there is little 
hope for his recovery. 
hope fo rhis recovery. 

Following is Mrs. Wood's statement: 

“I did not shoot my husband, and 
they all know I didn't shoot him. It: 
was Ben Morton who aid the ‘shoot- 
ing and he shot three times; I didn't 
even have a gun. But the reason 
that Morton gave to me for shooting 
Tom, my husband, was that he (Mor- 
ton) thought that my husband wa3 
going to kill ‘me. 

“IT was standing on »ne side of my 
front porch, leaning agminst a post, 
and Morton was sitting just cn‘ the 
opposite side of the poreh from me, 
when my husband came in from an 
automobile ride that he and some oth- 
er women, accompanied by J. W. R. 
Spatn and Grover Edwards, had. seen 
taking up and down the road. Mr. 
Morton came out to my house with 
these women and Spain and J!dwards. 

“When my husband came in he went 
straight to the dregser and pulled 
open a drawer and took out his pis- 
tol, looking at it and saying: ‘Old 
gun, what you are going to do for 
me tonight will be a plenty.’ He 
then picked up his razor from the 
dresser and took it out wf the cuse 
and threw the case away, und jt the 
razor in his left breast coat pockat, 
open, and started ovt of the house, 

“When he reached the door he 
turned around and kissed me goodb:re, 
and in starting from the house, he 
stumbled and nearly fell, but regained 
his feet, and when he got about mid- 
dle ways-the yard he turned and sald, 
‘Goodbye, Pearl,, you will never see 
me again.’. I said, ‘Goodbye, Tom, you 
will be sorry some day. that you left 
me this way, whereupon he turned 
around and started toward me, saying:

W. Van Cleave, one-time president of 
the association, wished Mulhall well 
in this matter and John Kirby, Jr., 
wrote: 

“I see that somebody has been buz- 
zing a congressional bee around your 
Carcass. I suppose next will be a 
humming bird, representing the senate 
and then an eagle representing the 
Presidential chair of the United 
States.” 

Many of the letters today spoke of 
an effort to land F. C. Schwedtman, 
Secretary to Van Cleave, on the tariff 
board. 

MacVeagh Called Mugwump. 

Former Secretary MacVeagh was 
dubbed a mugwump in a letter from 
former Representative Watson to 
Mulhall on September 18, 1909, Wat- 
son evidently trying to land Secretary 
Schwedtman, of the manufacturers, on 
the tariff board, wrote that. President 
Taft was appointing only men rec- 
ommended by MacVeagh. 

“If he were a republican, we might 
reach him,” wrote Watson of Mac- 
Veagh, “but he is a mugwump, and I 
am not hopeful of final success for I 
will swear I never on earth knew 
what to do with a mugwump, inas- 
much as I have no right to kill him.” 

Mulhall, writing to General Man- 
ager Bird, of the manufacturers, ad- 
vised him to be “in good fighting 
shape on September 12, to visit the 
white house at Beverly, with me.” 

Neither Senators Cummins nor Nel- 
son, repubdilcan members of the com- 
mittee, appeared today at the hear- 
ing. Although neither would discuss 
the matter, it is generally known that 
they claim the democrats have been 
Playing politics with the investiga- 
tion, particularly in the case of 8. W. 
McClave, republican candidate for 
congress in the sixth New Jersey dis- 
trict, defeated in a special election 
yesterday. 

McClave was brought into the case 
a few days ago by Mulhall. Senator 
Nelson declared publicly the next day 
that he didn't know the committee 
“was being used for campaign pur- 
poses,’ and Senator Cummins has not 
been present at any hearing since, 
except for a few minutes. 

Letter to Taft. 

Mulhall swore that an unsigned let- 
ter, dated November 26, 1909, and ad- 
dressed to “Hon. William H. Taft, 
president of the United States,” had 
been written by James A. Emery, 
counse] for the Natlonal Association 
of Manufacturers. The letter fol- 
lows: 

“Sir: I have the honor to submit 
herewith a memoranda with respect 
to your contemplated he 
in reference to the Sherman act.

Mulhall identified a copy of the

knowledged the receipt of the memo- 
randa on the Sherman act.

What the survey will do is to blaze the 
trail for actual reclamation. As it is now 
the owners of the land, large and small, and 
the prospective -purchasers, large and 
small, do not know where they stand.

The most effective barrier between At- 
lanta on the one side and crime and disor- 
der on the other ts the office of city re 
corder, as administered by Nash R. Broyles. 
This is not to say the other courts are not 
well administered. But it is Judge Broyles’ 
Court that first comes in contact with crime 
and the criminal. His attitude toward this 
most fundamental of community problems 
Must necessarily strengthen or weaken the 
entire judicial processes above his jurisdic- 
tion. A weak recorder or a recorder with 
his powers circumscribed would be a first 
ald to the thug and the outlaw. Judge 
Broyles, under present conditions, is not 
that sort of recorder. .

Provisions Against Importa- 
tion of Spirituous Liquors 

’ Applied to Georgia After 
Lively Debate. 


The Searcy-Hixon bill, applying the 
Provisions of the Webb act azanst 
the importation of spirituous liquors 
{nto Georgia, was passed by the 
George state senate Wednesday morn- 
Ing by a vote of 26 to 3. ;

Although the discussion 
Measure consumed more than two 
hours and four amendments were 


offered on the floor of the senate, the 
bill was passed as reported from the 
committee on temperance with only 
one amendment, which was the com- 
mittee’s own. A fight was expected 
from the ant!-prohibitionits of the up- 
per house, but the main fight centered 
upon the amendments and the ques- 
tion of whether the burden of proof 
Should rest upon the state or upon 
the carriers, 
Antis Get Three Votes. 

On the final call of the roll the 
antis mustered only thre votes 
against the adoption of the Dill, with 


the committee's amendment. while the | 


Pprohis rolled up thirty-six votes. 

The first section of the bill, which 
merely prohibits the importation of 
spirituous Hquors {into the state for 
{illegal use was practically unopposed, 
the bone of contention coming in the 
second section which places the bur- 
den of proof upon the carrier of such 
Iquors. This law, it 1s stated, will 
not affect near beer, lockerclubs law- 
fully conducted or persons ordering 
liquor for personal consumption, but 
{1s gimed primarily at the “blind 
tigers” of the state,

General Tax, Inheritance and 
Revision Measures Are to 
Follow Appropriations in 


Quick Order. 


Next In order after the general ap- 
Propriations bill which is now making 
its way through the house, will be 
the general tax bill, which will be 
taken up by the ways and means com- 
mittee this afternoon and probably re- 
Ported to the house Friday morning. 

Chairman Akin said Wednesday 
night that he would ask to have the 
General tax bill made a specia) order 
a8 sOon as the appropriations bill is 
out of the way. He will ask for a 
special order for the Lipscomb tax re- 
form bill next The rules committee 
has already been asked to report the 
Inheritance tax -bDill as a special order, 
and it will come next. 

These three measures will probably 
keep the house busy all next week 
and the debate on them may consume 
the greater part of the remainder of 
the session. 

Both the tax revision measure and 
the inheritance tax bill are in fine 
shape for final passage ag they stand, 
The friends of the principles embodied 
in both measures have agreed to join 
in support of them, although there 
may be changes that they would like 
to see made. 

They feel that It is far better to let 
the bills go through as they are, with 
the hope of making the changes after 
they have been in operation for a 
while than to make any effort to 
amend them now. 

$200,000 Measure Proposed. 

Just as has been feared all along 
a powerful effort is being made in 
the house to tack increases on the gen- 
eral appropriations bill. One increase 
amounting to $5,000 for the Soldiers’ 
Home was tacked on to the Dill by 
the house Wednesday. 

Minter Wimberly, of Bibb, will in- 
sist on an increase of not less than 
£200,000 in the fund to be devoted to 
common schols. This would make the 
common school fund for the years

Rates and Increasing Size 
of Packages—Alleged Order 
Will Cost Roads Millions.

representatives today joined 
fight to prevent Postmaster General 
Burleson from increasing the size of 
parcel post packages transmissible 
through the mails and reducing the 
rates to become effective August 16. 
A delegation representing the rail- 
roads generally throughout the coun- 
try laid their complaint before sena- 
tors and representetives and pre- 


pared to protest formally against the 
changes to the interstate commerce 
commission. 

The movement in the senate Itself 
to forestall the department changes, 
by repealing the section of the parcel 
post law under which the postmaster 
general claims the right to regulate 
rates ang 3‘zes, further crystallized 
when Senator Bryan, of Florida, intro- 
duced a joint resolution to repeal the 
legislation in question. . 

Protest of the Railroads. 

Another development of the day was 
the postponement from tomorrow un- 
til Friday of the explanation demand- 
ed by the senate postoffice committee 
of Postmaster General Burleson of his 
authority to inaugurate the changes. 

In prutesting against the changes, 
the railway representatives sald that 
at present the roads received 50 per 
cent of the pay collected by express 
companies for the carriage of pack- 
ages and claimed they would lose 
from $15.000,000 to $20,000,000 a year 
on business the government would 
take from the express companies 
through the reduced rates and tin- 
creased maximum limit on the size 
of packages. 

It also was pointed out that the 
roads would recelve no compensation 
from the government for carrying the 
very business for which the express 
companies had paid them millions. 

To Courts if Necessary. 

It was urged that in the enactment 
of parcel post law congress allowed 
the railroads 5 per cent additional 
pay for the increased business placed 
upon them, and if the proposed 
changes were to be made the roads 
would be entitled to a further increase 
In compensation. The delegation sug- 
gSested that the matter would be car- 
ried to the courts it necessary. 

The joint resolution introduced by 
Senator Bryan was in the exact words 
of the bill introduced by him April 
16, the object being to facilitate the 
Passage of the repealing enactment 
through the house, where a resolution 
{s under lighter parllamentary handi- 
caps than a bill, 

Several {nquiries weer made during 
the day of the interstate commerce 
commission as to {ts part in the pro- 
posed changes. The law requlres the 
commission to give its consent, after 
investigation, to proposed changes by 
the postmaster general. Officials gave 
out the information that an investiga- 
tlon of rates and sizes had not been 
held in the sense that public hearings 
had been granted, but that the com- 
mission’s consent had been given to 
the postmaster general.
